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INTRODUCTION. 



I GLADLY write a word of introduction 
to this little volume, though it be hardly 
needed. 

To speak to our Heavenly Father, 
in the words which He has Himself 
given us, should assuredly be accounted 
a high privilege. These .are His own 
promises which we are here invited to 
plead, and His own utterances which 
we brkig back to Him in grateful love. 
We escape from the dull and formal, 
as well as from the exaggerated and 
sensational prayers which are offered 
for our use on all sides ; and we find 
ourselves beside the pure well-spring of 
Scripture truth, the very waters of com- 
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fort, which our souls, it may be, have 
long sought elsewhere in vain. 

A revefent and devout familiarity 
with the Word of God has enabled the 
compiler to choose, with a happy dis- 
crimination, just what needed but a 
touch to change it from exhortation, in- 
struction, or even narrative, into prayer. 
Nor is there here, in a single instance, 
any attempt to constrain Holy Scripture 
to yield itself to a forced or unreal 
application. 

If this little book be but rightly used, 
it cannot fail to bring a blessing on those 
who so employ it. 

And although from its size it can 
afford but a few examples of the practice 
which it so well recommends, yet it will 
aid and encourage many to apply Holy 
Scripture after this manner, for them- 
selves in prayer, according to their re- 
spective necessities. 
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Thus, too, it may help to answer the 
question, which many hearts, not devoid 
of earnestness, are still asking, ' What 
does it profit to read over and over 
continually those same Scriptures with 
which we are already so well ac- 
quainted ? ' If, indeed, they are never 
turned to account, this must be profit- 
less. But here is an example of one 
blessed purpose at least to which they 
may be applied. And so in the field 
from which many persuade themselves 
that they have reaped the whole harvest 
of its information and instruction, may 
now be discovered an unsuspected mine 
of inexhaustible treasure. 

Once more, much is to be gained 
by observing the marvellous harmony 
which is here exhibited between the 
Old Testament and the New — a lesson 
which in this day it is especially need- 
ful that we should all learn. The spirit 
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which both Testaments breathe is one 
^nd the same. The aspirations and 
yearnings after holiness and after God, 
and also the confessions of sin and the 
ascriptions of praise, are alike in both. 
And thus it is that the earlier and the 
later of the two Revelations blend rea- 
dily and harmoniously the one with 
the other ; and differ only as the lights 
of the morning differ from those of the 
noonday, when the sun has reached his 
meridian glory, and gives the fulness 
of his illumination to the rejoicing 
world.
